Priorities have 
been given to assure a supply of 
machinery especially m eded

th a t looks adequate at this time. 
Much privately owned m achin­ 
ery is used a f w days or a few 
Weeks a year and then put out to 
rust* but often the fame type of 
machinery can be made to serve 
many farmers in a community by 
co-operative ownership and cus­ 
tom work.

According to the law you will positively have 
to bring your Certificate along to re-register your automobile, truck or 
pickup for the year 1942, unless same has not been received from the 
department in Austin.

D on’t fly kites in the rain. A 
wet string is almost as dangerous 
as a m etal string since it also 
conducts electricity.
